Residents of the area ‘near the 
proposed Wilmington Housing 
Authority have called a meeting for 


Caira resisted, holding out for 
a single-article warrant. 

“It will cost you (the town) a lot of 
money," said Morris, referring to 
federal money that would have to be 
paid back if the sewer program were 
allowed to lapse. 

Caira agreed to allow the second 
article on the warrant. 

The need for the second article has 
@ somewhat confusing history. In 
1975, the town meeting authorized 
bonding of up to $7 million for sewer 
construction. 

At first, that vote was interpreted to 
mean that Wilmington could issue 
bonds for that amount, and also allow 
construction of an additional $3.6 
million under funding that would be 
received from the state and federal 
governments. The bonding was 
approved by the state Emergency 
Finance Authority. 

Later, though, another state agency 
ruled that the $7 million bonding 
authority would not cover the $10.6 
million in sewer construction. The 
bonding figure was only in lieu of the 


state and federal funding, not in 
addition to it 

In order to correct the situation, 
and to allow the town to continue with 
its sewer construction program, an 
article was placed in the warrant for 
the annual town meeting, to authorize 
bonding of $10.6 million. 

Town officials had expected the 
article to sail through with no op- 
position. When opposition arose on 
the floor of the town meeting on April 
26, the water and sewer com- 
missioners were unprepared for an 
adequate defense of the article. The 
annual town meeting voted the article 
down, leaving the town with no 
authority to issue sewer bonds. 

At the selectmen's meeting of May 
12, a warrant was prepared for a 
special town meeting, and its date 
was set for June 9. The first legat 
advertisement of that meeting was in 
the Town Crier on May 14, although a 
news story on May 7 had ‘indicated 
that the meeting would be held on 
June 9. 


Opponents to construction of a 
sewer extension to Ballardvale Street 
in North Wilmington also submitted 
an article for the special town 
meeting, which would have 
disallowed the construction of sewer 
contract number six. 

At the June 9 special town meeting, 
an overwhelming number of voters 
turned out to vote in favor of the 
sewer bonding authority. The 
proponents of halting sewer con- 
struction on contract six withdrew 
their article. 

But a question later arose as to 
whether there had been adequate 
time between the posting of the 
meeting and the date of the meeting. 
Bond counsel has said that there was 
not, because of the Memorial Day 
holiday. 

State Rep. James Miceli filed a 
special bill in the legislature in June, 
to attempt to correct the situation. 
But the bill was aljowed to die during 
the hectic prdrogation of the 
legislature, at the end of the month.

When 
asked by Caira if this would be 
possible, WHA Executive Director 
Henry Borazzo said that it would be 
difficult to answer. 

Selectman Dan Ballou, Jr., ex- 
pressed a desire to see the special 
town meeting held after Labor Day, 
when more voters could give their 
attention to the matter. 

Borazzo explained that such a delay 
could endanger the funding. He noted 
that the WHA had received approval 
to build under the Sargent ad- 
ministration, and had secured fun- 
ding. But as soon as the Dukakis 
administration took office, that 
funding had dried up, He explained 
that the money was available during 
an election year. The Federal 
government operates on an October 1 
fiscal year. 

The WHA has secured ap 
proximately $5 million for the project. 

Borazzo told the selectmen that the 


; WHA wants to develop housing that is 


acceptable to all responsible officials 
He said that the Federal government 
and HUD were super-sensitive about 
building projects that will not adhere 
to the standards of communities. 
Borazzo, Scull and other WHA 
members emphasized that while 
Chapter 774 was a possible route 
under which they could operate, it 
was not their intention to use: it 


Chapter 774 is the so-called anti ‘snob 
zoning” law, which allows a 
developer to by-pass local zoning laws 
to develop low and moderate-income 
housing. 

“The Housing Authority is not going 
to be an instrument in developing 
something the town does not want,” 
Borazzo said. 

The land on which the Housing 
Authority and Berkshire propose to 
build is located between Main Street 
and Glen Road, just north of 
Wilmington Plaza. -Zoning for the 
land falls into three zones, general 
business, single residence-A, and 
single residence-B. In order to 
develop the elderly housing without 
town meeting action, the developers 
would use only the residential land, 
not the business land. The problem 
arises, though in that the parcel does 
not have adequate frontage of 
residential land. The town does own 
an adjacent parcel of 6000 sq. ft. of 
land on Faneuil Drive. If it were to be 
transferred to the WHA, it would 
provide adequate frontage. The 
addition of that land would allow the 
elderly project to be handled through 
the Board of Appeals. But it was not 
clear whether the transfer could be 
legally affected without town meeting 
action 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale 
moved to have the Housing Authority 
go before the Board of Appeals for the 
elderly project, subject to receiving 
approval for the extra piece of land 

He then moved to call a special 
town meeting on August 25, to con- 
sider the rezoning proposal for the low 
and moderate income portion of the 
development. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
added a second article to the warrant 
for the special town meeting, to again 
correct a flaw in the bonding of sewer 
construction.

Lombardi receives fellowship 


Donald Lombardi, son of Lawrence 
and Hortense Lombardi of 51 
Lawrence St., Wilmington, is one of 
nine recipients from throughout 
Massachusetts of a junior research 
fellowship under a grant from the 
American Cancer Society's 
Massachusetts Division. 

A sophomore majoring in 
biochemistry at Bowdoin College in 
Brunswick, Maine, Lombardi is 
working with Ken Mandel, Ph.D., in 
the laboratory of Harold Amos, Ph.- 
D., at Harvard Medical School. Mr. 
Lombardi began the intensive 10- 
week training period in cancer 
research during June. 

His grant is funded through the 
Alvan T,, Viola D, Fuller-American 
Cancer Society Junior Research 
Fellowship Program. The first of its 
kind in New England, the program 
was established in 1967 to attract 
gifted young college science students 
from Massachusetts to careers in 
cancer research. 

Lombardi is studying the relative 
importance of one of the B-vitamins 
(niacin) to the growth of normal and 
malignant cells. The level of a 
product synthesized inside a cell from 
the vitamin is three or four times 
higher in normal than in malignant 
cells, In studying the metabolism of 
that product, the enzymes that 


destroy it will be examined. 

The Fuller Fellowships provide 
students with an opportunity to train 
with experienced cancer in- 
vestigators at research centers such 
as Harvard University, Boston 


University, the Sidney Farber Cancer 
Institute, the Worcester Foundation, 
Tufts University, and others.

Why not take a look? 


Last week’s rejection of a candidate 
for assistant superintendent of 
schools has left the Wilmington School 
Committee in the midst of a highly 
political question. With several 

le ing an interest in the 
selection of the new assistant 
superintendent other people have 
begun asking if an assistant 
superintendent is even needed. 

At the July 9 meeting of the School 
Committee, Dr. Walter Pierce, 
, urged the committee 
to speed the election of his new 
assistant. On the other hand, he 
declined to name a second choice 
after the committee rejected his first 
choice. 

A similar situation occurred last 
year, when the selection at hand was 
for a new athletic director. The 
School Committee rejected Pierce's 
first recommendation, but he came 
back at the next meeting, made the 
same recommendation, and it Was 
accepted, The politicking that had 
taken place in the interim was very 
intense. 

This year’s situation indicates that 
Pierce is more interested in playing a 
political game than in speeding the 
decision, His declining to name a 
second choice gives an indication that 
he may well be planning to re 
recommend his first choice, in the 
hopes that political pressure would 
have swayed the vote. The politics 
have been very heavy in the jockeying 
for the number two job in the school 
system, a position with both power 


and positioning for the number one 
job, and a salary in the range of 
$35,000. 

With the position open since April 1, 
it is interesting to note that the 
vacancy has resulted in some money 
saved for the town. To keep a $35,000 
position open for 20 weeks from April 
1 to August 20 has saved ap- 
proximately $13,400. The six weeks 
between the July 9 meeting and the 
August 20 meeting represent more 
than $4000 in salary. 

During the past year, the school 
system has operated with both a 
‘superintendent and an assistant for 
Jess than three months. During Supt. 
Pierce’s extended illness, then- 
Assistant Supt. Little became acting 
superintendent. 

One School Committee member has 
said that he would not be surprised to 
see the position remain open until 
September, or even October. 

‘The situation gives the town an 
interesting ity to observe the 
workings of the school system without 
an assistant superintendent. Could 
the position be cut without having a 
detrimental impact on the quality of 
education in Wilmington? 

School enrollment is down, The 
town has closed three schools in 
recent years, with another scheduled 
for closing at the end of the 1980-81 
school year. With the town under 
pressure to cut its budget, there 
should be no area so sacred that it 
cannot be at least examined for 
cutting

A controversy over the location of 
utility poles or Woburn Street made 
for a heated hour of discussion at the 
Monday night meeting of the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen. 
Poles numbered 128 and 129 are 
presently located on the sidewalk that 
runs along the east side of Woburn 
Street, north from Kenwood Avenue. 
One of the poles leans away from the 
street, creating a hazardous situation. 
Reading Light had petitioned the 
selectmen for permission to relocate 
the two poles to the opposite. side of 
Woburn Street. Pole 130 is already on 
the west side of the street. 
Presently, the electrical service 
crosses Woburn Street at the in- 
tersection of Federal Street. North of 
Federal Street, the poles are on the 
west side. South of Federal, the poles 
are on the east side. The proposed 
change would have had the electrical 
service cross at Kenwood Avenue.

A hole in the road at the Route 129 
Fred Cain Bridge has resulted in a 
suit against the town and a contractor 
that worked on town sewer con- 
struction. 

Jeannette and John Iverson have 
filed a suit with six counts, seeking a 
total of $400,000 in damages from the 
two defendants. 

The suit arose from an accident, 
which, according to papers filed with 
the suit, occurred on March 24, 1979. 
Ahole had developed in the pavement 
of Route 129, as the result of sewer 
construction which took place under 
the road in 1978. 

The hole was a recurring problem. 
In the early stages of the problem, 
Pacella Bros., Inc., the sewer con- 
tractor, performed the work of 
repeatedly fi in the hole. Pacella 
Bros. had installed the sewer, and in 
the process of “jacking” the pi 
through the ground beneath the 
roadway, had performed blasting to 
remove boulders from the path of the 
sewer. 

Some time after the blasting took 
place, the soil in the roadbed began to 
sink, causing a large hole to develop 
in the pavement. At times, the hole 
would suddenly appear in a matter of 
hours, to a depth of more than four 
feet. 

It was at one such time that Mrs, 
Iverson drove by. The Iversons live 
on Shawsheen Avenue, and most 
travel the Route 129 bridge to reach 
their home. According to the suit, 
Mrs. Iverson became involved in an 
accident as a result of the hole in the

The first count seeks $100,000 on 
behalf of Jeannette Iverson, from the 
town, for injuries ene and 
money spent for medical expenses, 
Count four is a similar demand 
against the contractor. 

‘Count two seeks $50,000 on behalf of 
John Iverson, from the town, for 
money spent for his wife's medical 
attention, and all other consequential 
damages. Count five is a smiliar 
demand against the contractor. 

Count three and count six, against 
the town and the contractor, 
respectively, seeks $50,000 on each 
count on behalf of John Iverson, The 
count alleges that the devendants 
have “deprived her husband, the 
‘plaintiff John Iverson, of her society, 
companionship, guidance and af- 
fection, and the plaintiff John Iverson 
brings this Count Three (Six) to 
recover for his loss of consortium." 

The town and Pacella Bros. have 
engaged each other in million dollar 
lawsuits, resulting from the con- 
struction of the sewer. The Water and 
Sewer Commissioners have declared 
Pacella in default of their contract to 
construct a 1.1 million dollar portion 
of Wilmington’s interceptor sewer.

Draft registration Monday 


This Monday, July 21, will be a day 
when the faces of some young men 
will show pride, others, scorn, their 
mothers’, tears. 

‘That is the first day for registering 
for the draft at local post offices. The 
sign-up for men born in 1960 and 1961 
will begin this Monday and end on 
Saturday, Aug. 2 

Registration is merely 
collection of names and a 
people who might be called to serve in 
the event of an emergency.

Eligible young men who do not 
register could face a fine of up to 
$10,000, imprisonment of up to five 
years, or both. 

Most of those registering will be 19 
and 20 years old, although some are 18 
and will become 19 later this year. 

Men born in 1960 should register 
during the first week. Those born in 
1961 should register during the second 
week. In addition, specific days of the 
week have been assigned for 
registering individuals, depending 
upon the month in which they were 
born This will avoid long lines at post 
offices. 

Men born in January, F , oF 
March should register’ on Monday. 
Men with birthdays in April, May, or 
June should register on Tuesday. 
Those with July, August, or Sep- 
tember birthdays should register on 
Wednesday. And men born during 
October, November, or December 
should register on Thursday. 

Friday (all day) and Saturday 
morning are make-up times for those 
who cannot register on the day in- 
dicated by the birth dates. 

The registrant simply reports in 
person to any postal clerk and 
requests the brief registration, form. 
He then completes the form with the 
required information at the post office 
and returns the form to any postal

3. Some type of head gear must be 
worn, along with long pants anda long 
sleeved shirt or sweatshirt. 

4. There will be a five yard pushing 
area - if a pusher steps on or over the 
line, the car is eliminated. 

5. The driver and pusher will 
alternate, each time the box runs. 

6. The pusher must be in the same 
age group as the driver. 

7, There is a minimum of three and 
a maximum of 12 cars from each 
playground. 

8. The only peddle allowed is a 
brake peddle 

9. All soap boxes are encouraged to 
be made on the playground. 


10, There must be very little metal 
used (axle, nails, etc.) 

11. Soap boxes can be no more than 
one and a half feet off the ground. 

12. Soap boxes must have four 
wheels. 

13. A soap box can win only one 
division. 


14. All soap boxes must be checked 
in and registered at the scorer’s table 
between 10 a.m. and noon. Leaders 
must register their youngsters and 
boxes.
